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DWARF TREES. 
How do the Japanese Produce Dwart Trees? (' 


$8).) 

This curious modification of natural growth dates 
far back. We read that in 1826 Professor Meylan 
saw a box, one inch square and three inches high, in 
which were growing a fir, a bamboo, and a tiny plum 
tree thick with blossom. 

The Swedish botanist and traveller, Car] Thunberg, 
in 1807, described s number of these abnorma 
growths, and told of the pride with which Japanese 
garden experts produced dwarf trees for practical 
purposes, as well as those weird, little midgets which 
excite our wonder. He saw, for instance, orange 
trees, six inches high, which bore fruit the size of a 
cherry, “and yet sweet and palatable.” 

The secret of their system is based upon such well- 
known principles as the retardation of the flow of 
sap; the selection of the smallest seeds, gathered from 
the smallest trees; a minimum supply of water; and 
the nipping out of leaders, and the checking of ta 
roots and of all vigorous shoots. They take for their 
purpose trees which retain vitality under most adverse 
conditions. The Chinese are their sole rivals in this 
eccentric art. 


In Monro’s “Homeric Grammar’’ the author gives 
a curious turn to his explanation of the Greek word 
“Jouomai,’”? which he interprets as: “I wash myself 
but this is comparatively rare!’? Again, Liddel and 
Scott, in their “Standard Lexicon,’’ give the meaning 
of “gnodalon”’ as “ any wild, dangerous animal, from 
a lion to a worm!”?

What were the Earliest Living P:ctures ? (6931. 

There is reason to suppose that the terrible scenes

From the fourteenth century onwards such repre- 
sentations were almost as common, though 1:0: of 
course so perfect, as they are nowadays. Chaucer mea- 
tions them as the “appearances which subtail t 
tours perform at feasts,” the kind of shows which 
would appeal to the taste of the period famed for

Whatever the apparatus was, its use must have 
been very widely spread, for such diverse witnesses 
as Benvenuto Cellini and Sir John Mandeville testify 
to having seen its results. The latter has left it on 
record that he saw moving pictures at the Court of 
the Great Chan, in Central Asia. 


There are many records of poisonous honey; per- 
haps the most famous is that related by Xenophon 
in his history of the. Retreat of the Ten Thousand, 
where he speaks of the honey of Trebizond. He 
says that those who took a little of it became like 
drunkeh men, and those who had eaten much like 
madn en, while some even died. ; 

More than two thousand years later an English 
traveller writing from Trebizond states that he has 
observed precisely the same effects on those who eat 
this honey. He ascribes the poisonous , ge to 
the flower known as “aszalea pontica.” Pliny also 
speaks of 5 pomonens livid honey found in Persia. 

The reddish honey stored by the Brazilian wasp 
is known to be poisonous owing to the flower from 
which it is gathered. In South Africa a species of 
euphorbia, and in the northern parts of the United 


States the calico bush, are also credited with pro- 
ducing honey which is dangerous to eat. No such

Character Told by Handwriting. 
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Pirates Who Flourish To-day. 


Praacr flourishes to-day on the Southern coast a 
China just as it did in the sixteenth century. 

Along this coast, from Hong-Kong to the straits of 
Hai-Nan, extends a string of islets which form s per- 
fect ambuscade and refuge for pirate junks. ere 
they are secure from observation, and the unwelcome 
attention of cruisers and gunboats. 

From these headquarters the Chinese pirate sallies 
forth, raiding villages and carrying off captives, at- 
tacking and ipcmuniling, trading unks, only spar- 
ing the lives of the merchant owner on payment of 
heavy ransom. 

The organisation of Chinese pirates owes its power 
to the existence of a secret society known as the Sam 
Tiem, to which nearly half the coast population be- 
longs, alt many members take no active part. 
This peat divided into different sections, most of 
which are by Chinese officials who have been 
dismissed from office. 

The Sam Tiem baffles oer effort to bring its mem- 
bers to justice owing to the dread the society in- 
spires; its intelligence department is superlatively 
food, and to anyone who informs against the Sam 

iem or disobeys its mandates a terrible fate is meted 
out by way of revenge. 

The object of- the pirates is to obtain the most 
plunder with the least ible risk ; hence it is very 
unusual for them to attack a vessel with Europeans 
on board, as they would be likely to offer resistance, 
so they confine their attention to native vessels as a 
rule, carrying off rich Chinamen or their families, 
and holding them captive in some of the islands until 
ransom is forthcoming. Should this not arrive the 
victims are murdered, 

In addition, these miscreants are afforded every 
possible protection by ambitious Ministers looking for 
promotion, who find their depredations and outrages 
exceedingly useful as a lever to oust a higher official 
from his niche, knowing that if any governing official 
shows himself incapable of ctr sag Soap in his dis- 
trict he is removed and generally beheaded, while an 
inferior is put in his place. 

Thus it will be seen that the Sam Tiem is a very 
important part of the political machinery, and what- 
ever measures are taken to stamp out the Chinese 
pirate he will always spring up again whenever 
n by the powers that be. 

The Red Sea has long been infested with pirates. 
Their stronghold is Midi, a town on the Arabian 
coast, and a veritable nest of pirates. So bold did 
they become that from attacking the native sailing 
craft, pearl fishers, and such small fry, they finally 
flew at higher game, and got themselves into trouble 
with the Italian Government in 1902. 

In spite of the three Turkish warships that were 
aup, to be policing the Arabian coast the pirates 
attacked an Italian merchantman off Massowah, and 
were pursued by two Italian gunboats to Midi, where 
they took shelter, the gunboats shelling the town to 
drive them out. 

A demand was made to the Turkish authorities by 
the Italian Government for their apprehension, but 
to no avail. Italy then sent three warships, and 
landed troops and guns at Midi. 

The pirates at once took to sea, where they were 
intercepted and beaten back by four Italian launches 
after a determined resistance, mere which two 
sailors were killed, for which the Italians claimed 
an indemnity of six hundred pounds and the deliver- 
ing up of the pirates. % 

e prescribed conditions being pg the croops 
ceased firing and were withdrawn. Undeterred by 
this, two piratical dhows shortly afterwards attacked 
H.M.S. Lapwing, off Fao; a fight ensued in which 
the dhows were compelled to run ashore, the crews 
numbering some four hundred men, taking cover in 
long grass. 

e pirates were eventually driven off with fifteen 
of their number killed and some wounded, while we 
had one killed and one wounded; their dhows were 
captured and taken to Bussorah, where they were 
identified as well-known piratical craft. 

About two years age the Spanish Transatlantic liner, 
Alfonso XIII., bound from Havana to Corunna, with 
eight hundred passengers on board, was attacked 
near Cape Carlsford, Florida, where she grounded. 
While she was still fast eight boat-loads of men 
surrounded the ship, threatening those on board and 
demanding ag 5 

The captain, in the hope of satisfying the pirates, 
threw some of the cargo overboard, but as they con- 
tinued hostile and Cireatoning, the crew opened fire 
upon them and drove them off. 

Should any adventurous Regi be thirsting to en- 
counter a real old-fashioned blood-thirsty pirate in 

prosaic days, let him charter a sailing vessel 
and anchor off the coast of Morocco. 

Ceuta and Melilla, too, would undoubtedly be of 
service in supplying him with the valuable informa- 
tion that is only to be gained by actual experience. 
The chances are that his vessel will , and 
should he survive to tell the tale, he will be able to 
boast of having encountered the genuine article at 


last.

Oxe cf we most effective of the many hoaxes which 
have from time to time been Recprizsiee at the 
expense of the London Stock Exchange wag brought 
off by one of its own members. 

‘A certain nervous jobber, by name Harry Brown, 
had been greatly annoyed by ry catenins: who per- 
sisted in exploding filbert-nut shells filled with gun- 
powder in his immediate vicinity at odd and inoppor- 
tune moments. 

The victim got tired of being startled; and go one 
day, just when business was most brisk, he appeared 
in the centre of the House carrying a huge cocoanut 
with lighted fuse attached and placed it on the floor. 
Then he ran away, as if for dear life. 

The effect was electrical. Memberg suddenly be- 
thought themselves of important engagements else- 
where. One, of the managers, who hurried up 
attracted by the commotion, ordered a “waiter” to 
remove the nut, after having first conveyed his own

The man flatly declined ; for the fuse was ominously 
spluttering.

A boom is organised in “ Chinese Turxpikeg”’ or 
“Alaska and Arctic Preferred.” Bogus quotation 
lists are issued, and imitation rospectuses printed.

On May Sth, 1803, again, on the very eve of the 
declaration of a war which was to a: 268 millions 
to the National Debt, a bogus official notice was 
posted up at the Mansion House that peace was 
assured, 

In ten minutes the Funds rose from 63} to 71}. 
An hour afterwards the Lord Mayor, hatless and 
breathless, rushed across the road to communicate in 
person the erg cag that the placard 

had its . 

As on previous occasions, all attempts to trace the 
origin of the hoax proved futile. A Jew broker 
named Medina, who was known to have made between 
£70,000 and £80,000 over the affair, was strongly 
suspected. But others, who were above suspicion, 
had also profited largely, and in the end the matter 
had perforce to be allowed to drop. 

Similar tricks have occasionally been tried in these 
latter years, but usually with indifferent success, 

In 1885, for instance, there was the “Peruvian 
Hoax.” A letter on official paper, purporting to 
come from Mr. Gladstone’s private secretary, and 
addressed to the secretary of the Stock Exchange, 
was posted on the notice-board.

The whole affair 
was discovered to be a bare-faced forgery. And the 
fictitious notice and the price of “ Peruviang” came 
down simultaneously. 

There was an investigation, of course. But again 
nothing came of it. Or, at all events, the name of 
oes perpetrator of the hoax was never publicly made 

own. 

It may have been for this very reason that yet 
another similar trick was attempted in 1900. A tele- 

ram, purporting to come from the Australian 

roken Hill Company, was ted on the House 
senate, announcing the very of rich gold- 
elds. 

The price of the stock nearly doubled in half an 


nour. Then came the intelligence that the message 
was a forged one. 

And yet, again, no one was ever brought to book 
for the offence. ; 

But, of course, the most famous of all Stock Ex- 
change hoaxes of this description was that which 
ra perpetrated on the twenty-first day of February, 

An officer, arrayed in gorgeous uniform, reached 
London early in the morning from Dover, after 
travelling all night. 

He announced himself as Lieutenant-Colonel do 
Bourgh, Aide-de-Camp to Lord Cathcart, and he 
brought the startling intelligence that Napoleon had 
been defeated and slain, and that tho Allicd Armies 
were in possession of Paris. 

The plot was cunningly devised and cleverly 
carried out. At every halting-place “de Bourgh”’ 
scattered handfuls of napoleons—worth about sixteen 
shillings—amongst the post-boys and ostlers. And 
when the carriage reached London it had been be- 
decked with laurel, and upon the eager throngs that 
lined the streets wore showered papers announcing 
the “news.” 

Of course, the fraud was soon discovered, but not 
before a rich harvest had been rea by its origi- 
nators, for the public funds at once ni up, and 
immense quantities of scrip were unloaded by those 
in the know at temporarily inflated prices.
